(b) 'fhe Board shall, from time to time, appoint a Daily 
Rates Committee consisting of 6 persons chosen from the 
members of the Association or their duly authorised represen¬ 
tatives and brokers and devide the Committee into 2 panels,* 
each of 3 persons. Each panel shall function by rotation for 
one week and two members of the panel shall form the 
quorum. In the absence of the quorum, the member of .the 
panel present or the Secretary shall include one of the other 
members of the Daily Rates Committee to form the quorum. 

(c) The panel of the Daily Rates Committee shall meet 
daily for the purpose of fixing and notifying the daily opening, 
highest, lowest and closing futures rates for each delivery of 
the hedge contract for every trading day on the basis of the 
register maintained by the Secretary. The panel shall also 
hear compalints, if any, legarding manipulation of rates and/ 
or quotation of fictitious or widely divergent mtes in the trad¬ 
ing ring of the Association with a view to check manipulation 
of the clearing rate subject to a right of appeal to the Board 
as contained in the Bye-law below :— 

(d) The panel of the Daily Rates Committee shall also fix 
the spot rates for the basis and other tenderable varieties in 
respect of the hedge contract on every trading day after 
obtaining spot rates of actual transactions from a list of not 
less than six reputed ready dealers maintained for this purpose. 

90(a) The rates fixed and registered as aforesaid shall be 
binding on all parties entering into hedge contracts under the 
Bye-laws of the Exchange subject, however, to a right of 
appeal to the Board. Such appeal shall be ledged with the 
Secretary before 1 P.M. on the working day following the day 
on which the rate appealed against is so fixed and shall be 
accompanied by an appeal fee of Rs. 20/-. The appeal fee 
may, however, be increased or decreased by the Board from 
time to time so as not to exceed Rs. 50/-. All appeal fees 
payable under this bye-law shall be credited to the exchange. 
In case the appeal under this Bye-law succeeds, half of the 
fees shall be refunded to the appellant. 

(b) No objection against any rate so fixed shall lie on the 
ground that any or all members of the Board or any Com¬ 
mittee were themselves interested in the hedge contract for 
which such rate was fixed, 

91. Any rate once fixed by the Boaid shall not be open for 
re-consideration and the same shall be binding on all parties. 


V. For the existing Bye-law 117, the following shall be 
substituted, viz. :— 

"117. The buyers and the Sellers shall send demand notices 
and delivery orders respectively to reach the clearing section 
of the Exchange in respect of the following Deliveries on the 
date shown against them.

VI. In Bye-law 153 for the words “weight, refraction, 
quality, etc.,” the words “weight, quality including composition 
of dry and wet gur and bagging”, shall be substituted. 

VII. For the existing Bye-law 157, the following shall 
substituted, viz., :— 

“157. The surveyors shall complete survey within 3 days 
from the receipt of intimation for survey. The surveyors shaU 
visit the godown of the seller and shall themselbes examine 
the goods with reference to quality, bagging, etc. The majority 
decision of the surveyors shall be final and binding on both 
the parties, subject, however, to a right of appeal to the 
Appellate Survey Committee. The Appellate Survey Committee 
shall be constituted by the Board within 24 hours of receipt 
of the appeal and shall consist of any three surveyors out of 
the panel of surveyors, wlio shall have no interest, direct oi 
indirect, in goods under survey and who shall not have acted 
as surveyors in the dispute.” 

VIII. For existing Bye-laws 243. the following shall be subs¬ 
tituted viz.; 

"243(a) If, in the opinion ot the Board, it is expedient so 
to do, it may, with the approval of the Forward Markets 
Commission, prohibit, from a specified date, trading in hedge 
contracts for any delivery or deliveries except for liquidation 
of a long cr short position by sale or purchase of contracts, 
for a specified period or until further notice. 

(b) The Board may, from lime to time, in the manner 
stated in clause (a) determine, extend or reduce the period 
during which the prohibition imposed under clause (a) above 
shall be in’force. 

(c) The powers specified in clauses (a) and (b) above, may 
be exercised by the Forward Markets Commission, in an;/ 
case, where in the opinion of the Commission, it is expedient 
so to do.” 

“67A (i) No member of the Exchange shall enter into 
hedge contract in any commodity either on his own account 
or on account of any other person (member or non-member) 
with a non-member, who is not registered with the exchange in 
accordance with the procedure laid down by the Board with 
the prior concurrence of the Forward Markets Commission. 

(ii) A person, who is registered with the exchange as in (i) 
above, may be liable to be fined and to a cancellation of his 
registration for any breach of the conditions of registration on 
his part. The outstanding business may be closed out in 
accordance with the terms of closure fixed by the Board, if 
not reduced to the prescribed limit within 7 days or "within 
such period as may be extended by the Board with the appro¬ 
val of the Forward Markets Commission by the person con¬ 
cerned from the date of the Board’s orders.” 

In pursuance of the proviso to Sub-Section (4) of Section 
11 ef the said Act, the Director, Foiward Markets Commr- 
sion, has dispensed with the condition of previous publication 
of the above amendments in the inteic-it of of the trade.
